DIPLOMATIC AUCTIONS. 


I rlo-a-brac llirgalns Eafferly Bought at 
th« Shrine of the Red Flag. 
There is a graceful custom among 
foreign diplomats at the capital that 
v. e may as well trench upon. I refer to 
ike auction sale which frequently be­ 
falls on the occasion of the recall of one 
of our alien embassadors or ministers. 
For two weeks before their excellen­ 
cies decamp the local papers revel in a 
long and lurid “ ad.” recounting the re­ 
call of the embassador or m inister and 
declaring how on a certain day all peo­ 
ple so minded are invited to appear and 
contest at public vendne for a dazzling 
list of plunder iu said “ ad. ” set forth. 
Prime among the properties for sale 
yon will notice wines and many a thing 
besides that are as articles of commerce 
highly tariffed. But in thescj^iees cour­ 
tesy has held the tariff at bay. All of a 
legation’s wines and cigars and furni­ 
ture— in fact, everything of a personal 
sort that a legation causes to be brought 
to America—is passed scot free at our 
customs. 
One will readily discern that 
u ripe profit might be made to roll pleas­ 
antly up at one of these nntariifed lega­ 
tion sales. Our own tradespeople must, 
however, pay the fiddler in each notable 
instanca 
At these sales snobdom turns stoutly 
out. 
The bidding is hot and fast and 
high. There is nothing so lusted for by 
a certain sort of American, criugingly 
numerous hereabout, as a wine which 
has been justified by an embassador’s 
taste, or a piece of furniture or bric-a- 
brac which has been soiled by noble and 
titled contact. And, therefore, these le­ 
gation auctions furnish the most heat* d 
bid combats. And many a fool is fleeced. 
It is also to be remarked that these 
sales string out in endless fashion, day 
following day, as fools flock to be bun­ 
koed. 
The stock, whether of wine or 
furniture or cast off noble garments, 
never runs low\ 
The widow’s store of 
oil showed no better staying powers. 
As long as custom hangs about tbe 
chanters shout, the red flag floats ard 
the stock of goods to be disposed of 
flows by with current unabated.

For two weeks before their excellen­ 
cies decamp the local papers revel in a 
long and lurid "u d .” recounting the re­ 
call of the embassador or m inister and 
declaring how on a certain day all peo­ 
ple so minded arn invited to appear and 
contest at public vendue for a dazzling 
list of plunder in said “ ad." set forth. 
Prime among the properties for sale 
yon will notice wines aud many a thing 
besides that are as articles of commerce 
highly tariffed. B utin thes«j|gisoB cour­ 
tesy has held the tariff at bay. All of a 
legation’s wines and cigars and furni­ 
ture— in fact, everything of a personal 
sort that a legation causes to be brought 
to America—is passed scot free at our 
customs. 
One will readily discern that 
a ripe profit might be made to roll pleas­ 
antly up at one of these nntariffed lega­ 
tion sales. Our own tradespeople must, 
how ever, pay the fiddler in each notable 
instance. 
At these sales snobdom turns stoutly 
o u t 
Tho bidding is hot and fast aud 
high. Then* is nothing so lusted for by 
a certain Wirt of American, ©ringingly 
numerous hereabout, as a wine which 
has been justified by an embassador’s 
ta s te , or a piece of furniture or bric-a- 
brac which has been soiled by noble and 
titled contact And, therefore, these le­ 
gation auctions furnish the most heated 
bid combats. Aud many a fool is fleeced. 
It is also to be remarked that these 
sales string out in endless fashion, day 
following day, as fools flock to be bun­ 
koed. 
The stock, whether of wine or 
furniture or cast off noble garnieuts, 
never runs low. 
The widow’s store of 
oil showed no better staying jiowera 
As long as custom hangs about the 
chanters shout, the red flag floats and 
the stock of goods to be disposed of 
flows by with current unabated.
